Prof. Munroe atended the meeting 
and expressed himself as being heart- 
ily , in favor of the organization.

The Association plans to assist the 
General Alumni Association not only 
by maintaining interest in the Univer- 
sty among its members but by inter- 
esting the general public in the effi- 
cient work which the University is ac- 
complishing.
